Dealing with the citizenship amd 
standing of corporations, Mr. Wicker- 
sham quoted, decisions that they were 
nét citizens in the meaning of the fed- 
eral constitutional requirement that 
“citizens of each state should be en- 
titled to all the privileges and immuni- 
ties of citizens’ in the several states,” 
that the power of a state to prevent a 
foreign corporaion from continuing to 
do business is but the correlative of its 
authority to prevent such corporation 
from coming into the state; that the 
state in passing on these questions 
might take cognizance of acts done 
elsewhere. 

Power of the States. 

“The unlimited extent of the power 
of the states recognized by the su- 
preme court,” said Mr. Wickersham, “is 
strikingly ilMustrated by the decision 
in the case of the Security Mutual 
Life Insurance company vs. Prewitt, 
where the constitutionality of a stat- 
ute of Kentucky was uphelé which

the comuiissioner of insurance in any 
action brought or pending in. the 
state shall be valid service upon the 
company; but if the company should 
without the consent of the other party 
to any suit brought. by or against it 
in any court of the state, remove the 
game to any federal court or institute 
any suit or proceeding Against any 
citizen of Kentucky in any _ federal 
court, it should be the, duty, of the 
commissioner to forthwith revoke all 
authority to such company to do busi- 
ness within the state. 

The result of this decision is to en- 
able a state to compel a foreign cor- 
poration to refrain from resorting to 
the federal court in controversies by 
or against it or else to cease to do 
business within that state. 

Citizenship of Corporations. 

Dealing with the status of citizen- 
ship of corporations, Mr. Wickersham 
quoted that they were “persons” who 
could be deprived of life, liberty or 
Property only by due process of law 
He argued that the imposition of high- 
or ilcense fees on foreign than on do- 
mestic corporations had been declared 
void. 

He pointed out, however, that in onfe 
of the cases of the Hammond Packing 
Company against Arkansas and others, 
alternation ond repeal of charters by 
state legislatures and subsequent reas- 
onable police regulations restricted this 
ruling somewhat.

‘That the regulations so prescribed 
should not deprive the foreign corpora- 
tion of property witheut due process 
of law or deny to them the equal pro- 
tection of the laws; and secondly, that 
such regulation shall not amount to 
an interference with interstate com- 
merce or with other business of a 

federal nature.”

ONE REAL MENACE TO THE TRIUMPH OF LAW. 


Never bas the futile and menacing role of the legal technicality been | 


more strikingly exposed than in a communication on the Tennessee supreme 
court's reversal of the night rider convictions, published elsewhere in today’s 
Constitutioa. 

As a citizen of Tennessee ‘and a close student ef the indictment and 
trial procedure at Union City, Mr. Harmsworth analyzes the grounds upon 
which the highest tribunal overturned the findings of the lower court. He 
shows that at no time did the supreme court question the validity or con- 
victing nature of the evidence. Its only pretext for nullifying the verdict, 
obtained under the most arduous of conditions, was the presentation of two 
And his observations cast grave doubt upon even 
these irrevelant quibbles. a 

It is small wonder that Attorney General Caldwell, despairing of obtain- 
ing justice over the barriers of petty legal impediments, meditates abandon- 


.ing further effort to secure convictions on the fifty-six Reelfoot indictments. 


It is natural to hesitate over plunging the state into heavy expense, when 
the balancerf probability indicates that hair splitting-for-points will prove the 
investment wasted and bring justice into further disrepute. 

As between the outrage involved in the murder of Captain Quentin Rankin 


| and the legal outrage whereby the escape of his assassins is rendered more | 
probable there is little room for choice. 


majesty of legal formula, its menacing significance is even more sinister. 

The primary and only excusable function of law, and the courts that 
administer law; 's the determination of the issue of guilt or innocence. So- 
ciety stipulates that in the process of arriving at that conclusion the rights 
and liberty of accased criminals shall be amply safeguarded. 

Not even the most violent of partisans will contend that these two 
phases were not rigorously enforced in the night rider trials. Convictions 
were obtained upcu confessions of the culprits themselves. There was not 
a flaw in the evidence; not even a reasonable doubt lifts up its plea for ex- 
tenuation. Guilt, confessed and manifest, was the naked and unqualified net 
product of the trial. > 

Surely, in the distinguishing traits of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence, forti- 
fied by the traditions and the exacting safeguards of centuries, it would 
seem that this especial case should have been a needed and inexorable illus- 
tration of justice vindicated. 

Yet at the moment that the entire country was acclaiming a precedent 
that promised to retrieve a fast-accumulating national contempt for law, the 
highest tribunal of the state steps in and, in effect, arraigns itself on the 
side of anarchy and chaos. 

The deplorable and gloomy outlook is by no means confined to Tennes- 


see. As if in a spirit of satirical ribaldry, the trial and appellate courts of 


The administration means business, _ the country seem often in conspiracy to give meaningless technicalities the 


right-of-way over the merits of the causes on their calendars. Instead of 
tribunals to mete out justice, many of them at times give evidence of becom- 
ing, instead, agencies for the defeating of justice by conjuring the intricacies 
of legal red tape, rather than arbitrating right and -vrong, guilt and inno- 
cence. 

Under this archaic and blundering system, the people of the United 
States pay out each year millions of dollars for machinery tc dispense jus- 


tice. And those in charge of the machinery concentrate their energies on 
the cogs and pinions rather than on the all-important grist passing through it. 
y Of all the hypothetical menaces to the republic,’this one is the most real 
and abiding. It goes down into the essence of those principles upon which 
the republic is founded.

Reelfoot Cases, Exposes .Farce of , 
Supreme Court Reversals. 


Editor Constitution: Accept my 
thanks for your strong editorial of 
today on “The Danger of Tennessee 
Justice.” _ ’ 

I was a regular observer of and 
student of the legal procedure at Me 
Union>City trials, and I Am unable to 
understand the defeat of justice per- 
petrated by the Tennessee supreme 
court. 

The supreme court of 
eastern division, sitting at 


Tennessee, 
Jackson, 


on two technicalities. 

First—That the grand jury which in- 
dicted the eight men was selected by 
the trial judge, Hon. James E. Jones, 
instead of by the county commission- 
ers. 

Second—That the defendants 
entitled to twenty-four peremptory 
challenges for each of the eight de- ; 
fendants, or 192, which right was de- 
nied by the trial court. 

Now, it is to be presumed that, after 
a careful examination of the record, 
the supreme court found that the evi- 
dence was sufficient to justify the 
verdict of guilty and the infliction of 
the’ death penalty. Otherwise, the 
court would have given as another 
reason for a reversal that “the verdict 
was not justified by the evidence.” 
Hence, the sole ground for the reversal 
was the two technical points given.

ANTI-LOBBY BILL 
REACHES SENATE 


Introduced by Senator 
Perry---Short Session 
in Upper House. 


The anti-lobby bill made its ap- 
pearance in the senate yesterday, and 
its author is Senator Perry, of the 


thirty-third. 

This measure, which is in almost 
the precise terms of the bill passed 
by the last house and defeated in the 
wenate, provides that all legislative 
counsel and legislative agents whose 
purpose or duty it is to fayor or op- 
pose any bill pending before either 
branch of the general assembly, shall 
register with the secretary of state, 
giving the name of the company he 
represents, shall furnish a statement 
of the amount he spends and shall be 
prohibited from going on the floor of 
either house and speaking with the 
members privately. 

Another familiar face was the bill 
said to be aimed .at the Standard Oil 
Company, which makes it a misde- 
meanor to -sell a commercial product 
in one section of the State at a lower 
‘price than in another, freight rates 
being taken into consideration, and 
proposes to prohibit unfair competi- 
tion. The author of this measure is 
Genator Jackson, of the twenty-first.

Only a Resolution Needed 
to Do Work. 


Money Now Lying In_ the 
Treasury Doing Nothing, 
and There Are Many Things 
Beside Per Diem and Mile- 
age To Use It' Up. 


Will the legislature spend the near- 


beer tax? 
Well, just watch ’em! 
The near-beer money's there, isn't 


it? 

And there’s practically no money to 
pay such running expenses, a6 mileage, 
per diems and other things, is there? 

And it only takes a little resolution 
to turn the near-beer fund into the 
general fund, where it can pay per 
diems and mileage and other things, 
doesn’t it? 

Well, will they pass it? 

Just wait and see, and the wait 
won’t be a long one, either. 

Old Near-Beer is coming to the front, 
possibly as a special order, too, when 
a year ago the majority of the legis- 
lature didn’t want to touch him with 
a fort?-foot pole. 

But he’s all to the good this year; 
he makes the mare 0°. 

Nor will it be exactly necessary to 
put that mileage and per diem argu- 
ment up close to the front. 

Other Mouths To Be. Fed. 

Think of the state institutions which 
are suffering from the lack of ability 
to secure their much-needed funds! 

There’s the state university and its 
branches which have just asked for ap- 
proximately $40,000 due the Tech., the 
normai school, the summer school and 
others, and they need the money. 

Several counties asked also for $4,308 
due them for their common schools; it’s 
their own money which they have ac- 
cumulated in the treasury by their 
frugal methods. 

The state sanitarium wants $2,500 
that is due it; the school for the deaf 
is asking for $4,500 and the academy 
for the blind wants $1,500. 

All of these requests 46° mrones 
and overdue are now lying upon Gov- 
ernor Browns desk, Making vemanda 
for some $15,000 to $20,000 more than 
there is available in the state treas- 
ury. 

When the treasury started business 
on the morning of July 7, there was 
only $38,428.02 of ‘available cash on 
hand, while demands were pressing for 
twice that sum. 

All the foregoing institutions were 
written just to bear themselves in pa- 
tience for a time until relief came 
from the legislature, or in the event 
of failure of relief from that source, 
Governor Brown will exercise his con- 
stitutional authority and borrow $200,- 
000 more or less to meet casual defi- 
ciences. 

But the. governor's Borrowing power 
will doubtless be spared in order to 
enable him to take care of school pay- 
ments, and’ the near-beer fund will be 
requisitioned to meet the present 
emergency. 

For are not these state institutions 
confronted by distressing conditions, 
not to speak of per diems and mile- 
age, that foremost of all legislative 
obligations? 

Noe Protest Likely. 

But just suppose aomebody were to 
leap before the grandstand and raise 
a protest against um‘posing the near- 
beer fund to meet cotsmon, every day 
expenses, like per diems and mileage 
and such things! 

Perish the thought! 

“What would we do with him?’ said 
one member. “Why, we'd amend that 
resolution, of course, so as to exempt 
him from the necessity of going to 
the treasury and drawing his per diem 
and mileage from such a thing as a 
tax on near-beer. That ought to satis- 
fy ‘his conscience, if not his pocket- 
book, oughtn’t it? 

“But, don’t you worry about that; 
these state institutions shall not suf- 
fer. The money has been appropri- 
ated to them and by right it is theirs. 
We shall all stand together for Old 
Georgia and the permanence and main- 
tenance of her great institutions!” 

And among the greatest of these is 
per diem and mileage. 


BAKING POWDER PLEA 
MADE BY LUKE WRIGHT 


Ex-Secretary of War Opposes 
Application of Pure 
Food Act. 


Washington, July %i.—Among the 
many knotty problems of vital inter- 
est to the housewife which the pure 
food and drug board of the depart- 
ment of- agriculture has been’called up 
to solve is one as to whether the ef- 
fect of alum of various kinds and 
aluminum salts is injurious to health. 

At a hearing given by the board 
today to representatives of pickle and 
baking powder manufacturers, General 
Luke E. Wright, former governor gen- 
eral of the Philippines, and more re- 
cently secretary of war in the Roose- 
velt cabinet, made an exhaustive legal 
argument in support of the proposi- 
tion that baking powder was not sub- 
ject to the provisions of the pure 
food and drug act. He contended 
that inasmuch as baking powder was 
not used for food the law would not 
apply. The term “food” in the pure 
food law is restricted to those suib- 
stances which are used for food but 
the requirement has always construed 
this section to embrace food and sub- 
stances which enter into the composi- 
tion of food. 

The matter was taken under con- 
sideration and a decision will be ren- 
dered later.

REFUSE TO APPROVE 
CHANGES IN RATES 
Alabama Railroad Commission 


Disapproves Changes in 
Southern Classification. 


Montgomery, Ala. July 7.—Refusing 
to approve the proposed changes in 
the southern classification (freight 
rates), which attempted to make a 
untform basis for rates applicable to 
both intrastate and interstate rates, 
was announced last night by the Ala- 
bama railroad commission. 

One of the primary causes which’ led 
the commission to disapprove southern 
classification No. 36 and supplements 
1 to 4 was the fact that about one- 
third of the mileage of Alabama was 
using classifications other than the 
southern classification and this would 
complicate the situation to an extent 
that would make uniformity impos- 
sible. 

Another consideration was that the 
maximum rate laws of Alabama fix the 
maximum rates of this state, effective 
January 1, 1907. In disapproving south- 
ern classification No. 36, supplements 
1 to 4. the commission orders the re- 
instatement of the classification and 
rules approved in soutnern classifica- 
tion No. 35, supplements 6 and 7.

Governor Brown sent to the general 
assembly yesterday a special message 
transmitting a letter from Judge John 
L. Hapkins relative to a codification 
of the laws of Georgia passed since 
the publication of the code of 1896, 
which he has prepared. 

Governor Brown calls attention to 
the need of a satisfactory’ and up-to- 
date code, and inasmuch as there are 
several measures relative to code re- 
vision pending before the general as- 
sembly, he congidered Judge Hopkins’ 
letter would be important information 
relative to ‘the subject which the 
legislature would be glad to have. 

The governer’s message and Judge 
Hopkins’ letter accompanying it are 
as follows:
